The Rev. D. Shephard’s Singular Statements 
—Further Revelations Concerning Mrs. 
Voullaire.

NEw YorRK, August 4.—A crowd listened to the 
testimony taken before the Coroner’s jury, yes- 
terday, about young Horace B. Shephard and his 
elderly supposed wife, Catherine Voullaire, for- 
merly of St. Louis.

a portrait of the woman found in the room, and 
the letter to Shephard’s father, signed ‘Kittie 
and Horace Shephard,” and announcing that they 
had been secretly married and were about to die 
together. The Rev. Dr. Sherhard asked Coroner 
Martin to allow him to make a short statement to 
the jury. Hetook two letters from his pocket; 
and, standing by the Coroaer’s desk, he said: 
“Here are letters to which I wish to call special 
attention. One was written by my son 
to his aunt a few days before his death, 
and relates to a little commission which 
he had. been directed to undertake for her. 


The second letter is the one which refers to his 
secret marriage, which has just been submitted 
to you by the Coroner. You will notice that the 
hand-writing in these two letters is of a totally 
different character. I do not believe my son 
wrote the second letter, and his brothers, sisters 
and other relatives, after a careful examination of 
the second letter, are of the same opinion. You 
will also notice that the second letter is signed 
Horace Shephard. My son’s name was Horace B.

PHILADELPHIA, August 4.—Terence V. Powder- 
ly, the Grand Mastei Workman of the order of 
Knights of Labor of Ameri¢a, attended a celebra- 
tion, held here Syesterday, of the tanniversary of 
Uriah Stephens, founder of the order. To a repre- 
sentative of the press he talked freely and frankly 
upon Many matters intimately connected with the 
Koights of Labor. As is well known Uriah Ste- 
phens was animated by two desires; To keep 
the name, membership and doings of 
the Knights of Labor’ profoundly secret 
and that each trade, instead of having a sep- 
arate organization, should amalgamate closely 


with other trades in one grand society. The con 
versation with Mr. Powderiy was as follows: 

“Are you satisfied with all of the changes in 
the methods of organization and conduct of the 
order which havé come to pass since Stephens’ 
death?’”’ 

“Lam not.” Iam heartily for a return to bis 
doctrine of secrecy. I think it was a mistake to 
depart from it. he name of membership and 
doings of our order should be kept eutirely from 
the publie.’’ 

“Are you in favor of each trade having 

A SEPARATE ORGANIZATION?” 

“No. It is my earnest belief that all of the 
trades should come into one grand common meet- 
ing. By this means only can the members of each 
erait acquire the necessary familiarity with the 
wrongs of other erafts. For instance, the sboe- 
makers may want-to strike for higher wages*’and 
pet their movements may be opposed by the glass- 

Nowers because the latter, not having been in 
close union with their brethren, are unable to ap- 
preciate their oppressions.” 

“Are allthe trades of the country now repre- 
sented in the order?”’ 

“Not one is left out.” 

“Are apy more strikes among the different 
branches contemplated?’”’

Indian Inspector Warde, Senator Coke of Texas, 
member of the Senate committee on Indian Af- 
fairs, and Congressman Geo. R. Davis of Chicago, 
formerly if command of the territory, have been 


requested to associate with the other members ia. 


the investigation of the difficulties. Maj. Tufts 
has been ordered to furnish all _tacill- 
ties to obtain evidence pertinent to the 
matter. Mr, Brownell will represent the 
present Government of the nation as Attorney- 
General before the commission. The commission 
was appointed at the unanimous request of both 
the Spiechee and Governmeut parties in the Na- 
tion, the executive veing at present olstracted in 
its functions by the prevalence of quasi-military 
rule for the preservation of order aud the protec- 
tion of the iasurgents. The commission 
is empowered to enter tully "into the investigation 
of the difficulties and will submit areport, subject 
to the approval of the Secretary of Interior, and 
which is expected to serve asa guide for future 
Congressional action. All of the Commissioners, 
except Congressman Davis, have siarted for 
Muscogee.

RABBINICAL DOCTRINE. 


An episode 


Rabbi Sonneschein Explains the Jewish 
Idea of the Sabbath. 


During the services at the Temple of the Gates 
of Truth, Seventeenth and Pine streets, this 
morning, Rabbi Sonneéscbein preached a sermon 
on the subject of Sunday legislation. He said the 
subject was one which was of the highest 
interest to his congregation, not only as 
Israelites, but also as _ free citizens of: this 
free country. The glorious news of the 


acquittal of the Jews in Nyringhaza, Hungary, 
on yesterday, een mygate addiuional courage. In re- 
gard to the trouble occasioued by the enforce- 
nent of the Sunday law in St. Louis, the Rabbi 
suid thatit was appirent that a great many peo- 
ple, even in this city. are tainted with that Ger- 
man anti-Semitic feeling which was behind the 
Nyringhaza prosecution, and which imputed to 
the Jews the responsibility for the rigid absten- 
tion from anything like labor on S8un- 
day. He denied that the Jewish Sabbath 
law, even in its most rigid form, 
ever knew anything about forcing the‘ Sabbaih 
law upon people who do not belong to the Jewish 
persuasion. Two thousand years ago the Greek 
in Jerusalem, the Roman in Tiberias, and the 
Persian in Jericho was at liberty on the Jewish 
Sabbath day to prosecute his ordinary labor, and 
even to serve his Jewish neighbor, providing tne 
doing so did not mterfere with the ordinary peace 
ot the city. He reminded his hearers that, ac- 
cording to a proven tradition, the first European 
who trod the soil of this freé country was 
a Spanish Jew, ove of Columbus’ sailors.

It means to 
rest from a oburthen; if, using the 
word in gthis sense, it rests a man 
Ww walk twenty miles, or to speak for hours before 
an audience, he is not Infringing upon the Sab- 
bath law if he doesso. Sabbath rest means, in 
short, that rest which takes from the laborer the 
taint of slavery. Tiatis rabbinical doctrine, and 
good doctrine, too.

Ii a man, under a 
false impression, kept open his place on last Sun- 
duy. and is willing to close it hereafter, | do not 
propose to enlorce the extreme provisions of 
the law against him, If any saloon-keeper who 
bas been reported for last Sunday comes in and 
says he will ciose his place hereafter on Sundav 
1 will not forfeit his license.” ;

Bubbling Cauldron—Seeing the Moonack 
—Omens in Birds, Snakes and Cats— 
The Conjurer and His Quéer Work. _ 


Public attention has been ealled to Voudouism 
by acase that appeared in the papers a few days 
ago. A woman of Charleston, W. Vu., was taken 
sick, andan iilliferate negro déclured that-she 
was infected with devils, and avowed bis ability 
tocure her. The negro, who claimed to be an 
Obi or Voudou priest, prepared a decoction of 
herbs, angle-worms, grasshoppers, flies and other 
insects. The sick woman used several closes of 
this mixture and was getting rapidly worse, when 
aphysician was called in and the facts of the 
cusé were made known. This is only one of 
many cases. Superstition is a very general trait, 
and negroes are, of all races, the most supersti- 
tious. Voudoutsm seems to be a corruption of 
fetichism, and although it has followers in some 
Northern States, it only flourishes to any extent 
in Louisiana and portions of Mississippi and 
Florida. The rites are conducted secretly, and 
the general information on the subject is very 
vague. The place of meeting is usually in an old 


Darn or deserted house, away in the woods, and 
secure froin interruption. A fire is made in the 
middie of the earthern floor, and an iron pot 
SwWung over it. What its contents are nobody ex- 
cept the “Queen of the Voudous” seems to know; 
but as it bus boils. and bubbles tt is an irresistible 
reminder of the witches’ cauidron in “Macbeth.” 
A snake is then produced. and afl join in singing 
an incantation. The snake ig cast into the 
fire, aud all wnite in a dance, which is 
at first slow and solémn, but seon becomes 
fast and furious. The men jump and how}, while 
the women dance with an undulating movement 
and a swayine motion of the Lody from one side 
to the other, reminding one of the snake that is 
beiug incinerated. As the dance becomes faster 
the women tear their clothes off; and with hands 
jomed and singing the sung of iucautation they 
dance around until they successively become ex- 
hausted, and fall on the floor.

Their labors seemed to fruitiess and 
the clergyman concluded that he was under the 
influence of a Voudou spell. The Voudou queen, 
Madam Mott, sister to a member of the 
Louisiana Legislature, was called in, 
And, On seeking the patient, declared he was 
under a charm, but that she coutd eure him. As 
the case bad created much excitement she signified 
her intention of driving out the evil spirit in 
public. The patient was accordingly brought to 
the colored chureh and laid upon a table in the 
eenter of the audience, among whom were Lieu- 
tenant-Governor Dunn and many other prominent 
white citizens. Madam Mott then commenced to 
ynanipuiate the patieni’s hands and to anoint him 
with = pavgent oil. In a few miuutes Turner 
vomited up a black mouse that Madam Moti de- 
ejared was thé tormecting spirit inflicted 
upon kim by some Vondou enemy.

One Who Hadn't a Cent Bequeaths Milliens 
Various Charities. 


John W. Steith died two weeks ago in a one- 
story house, near Fourth and Park avenue, that he 
occupied in a hermit-lise way for three years, ata 
cheap rental, 
city, as he had no means. and nobody knew any- 
thing about any relatives or friends he 
might have in this world. Steith had come 
and gone morning and evening, spending his day 


at some employment beyond the ken of prying 
neighbors, and never spoke to any of the people 
living around him. He wasa tall, white-baired 
man of almost 70. dressed coarsely, but kept hin 
self clean, was always shaved, and apart from the 
peculiar Garments he wore night be mistaken for 
a venerable Jesuit.

Besides this there 
Was $75,000 in money deposited, the instrument 
said, in the eaipesenge | Savings Bank, “‘where it is 
tO remain” $0 the will says “until 1910, when the 
full amount, with accrued interest, shall be do- 
nated 10 the orpitans on St. Joseph’s day, the 19th 
ot Mareh.” The Court ‘House and the ground 
upon which it stands is included in the property 
that he devises away. Itis useless to name the 
charities that-meet with lavish favors at his 
hands. Every public institution of this 
character in this city is named = and 
provided with a liberal amount, the 
Court House being awarded to Capt. Davidson, to 
be used as a Bethel Mission, and provision is 
made for a smoke-consuming attachment to the 
high chimney on Market street.

“Whenever it shall be shown tothe Mavor, upon 
the written statement of three or more respousi- 
ble property-owners, subscribed and sworn to, 
that any dram-shop or saloon-keeper has not kept 
at all times an orderly house, the Mayor siall at 
once notify such dram-shop or saloon-keeper to 
appear before him, and he sball investigate the 
charges preferred, aud if satisfied of the truth of 
the statement made he shall revoke the license of 
such dram-shop or saloon-keeper, shall forthwith 
place the papers in the hands of the prosecuting 
attorney of the police court with instructions to 
institute proceedings against such dram-shop or 
saloon-keeper, and if on the trial of such case the 
dram-shop or saloou-keeper shall be acquitted, 
the revocation of such license by the Mayor shall 
be null and void, 

“Provided that the Collector shall not grant a 
license toany person who has ever been con- 
victed of a violation of auy of the provisions of 
this ordin «nee, or who at the time of his applica- 
tion fu® such license may be shown to have suid, 
given away or otherwise dispused of intoxicating 
liquors tu any person under the age of 18 years, 
without the permission or consent herein re- 
quired, or who has had in his employ in his busi- 
ness of arain-shop Keeping ahy person wiose li- 
cense has been revoked, or who has been con- 
victed as above mentioned, or who has sola, given 
away or otherwise disposed of any intoxicating 
liquors, as above mentioned.”

Orchard, Me., Convention.

The annual faith convention now being 
held here is developing features even more 
interesting than were reported last year. Dr. 
Charies Cullis of Boston continues to 
anvint the maimed, the halt and the blind 
with healing oil, which, if the faith be suffi- 
cient, it is claimed, will conquer all diseases. 
Persons treated makea report of their ex- 
periences atthe next day’s meeting. The 
most remarkable testimuny among to-day’s 
three hundred reports was that of Miss 
Ruth King, of Rahway, N. J. ¥or twenty 
vears she has been almost stone deaf. To- 
day she ascribed all honor and glory to God 
for a miraculous cure. She attended the 
healing meeting yesterday, aud as she was 
leaving felt first an itching sensation, then a 
crackling sound in her ears, and sud- 
denly . the voice of the speaker 
burst upon her as though shouted through 
atrumpet. She declares she can hear @s 
wellas ever. Out of the three bundred 
cases, several whohad been suffering from 
long-standing chronic diseases declared they 
had been compirtely cured. Others  an- 
nounced an improvement in their condition, 
and still others could detect no change for 
the better. The healing-meetings are held 
in the afternoon, and resembie gatherings of 
hospital convalescents.

The first person to pass 
iuto tde smaller room was a@ woman over 80 
years of age. Uthers followed at intervais 
of about three-fourths of a minute—those, 
first, who were too faint to remain till the 
meeting should close; and, second, thuse 
who would have to take the nexttrain. Aft 
er this those sitting in the rows of settees 
nearest the door were admitted, soon to re- 


appear and take seats npon the Opposite side |

the assembly-room With those who had 
gone before. Wuile this exercise was going 
on, the peuple in the assembly-room were ad- 
dressed and encouraged to full belief in the 
fulfillment of God’s promises by Mrs. Cullis, 
Revs. Sutherland, McKinney, O. E. and N. 
D. Maliory, Nicholas and Cressey. ‘There 
are three conditions,’’ said Mr. O. E. Mal- 
lory, “to be heeded. First, hope for deliver- 
ance of Gud must be based on His word; 
settlement of the question whether you are 
ready to fulfill the conditions the word re- 
quires, and to the full of your ability. These 
conditions being obedience to God, and en- 
tire submission to His word; third,-all de- 
sires for your health must be for the glory of 
God. There must be a total dedication to 
God, as fle will not give you health that you 
may use it for just.”” After about one hun- 
dred and-fifty persons had returned from 
meeting Dr. Cullis, an opportunity was given 
for testimoniais as to what God had aiready 
done ior them. Very many had already re- 
ceived aid, aad others claimed to have ob- 
tained the healing desired. Ali the meetings 
are evangelical, but unsectarian in character. 
As the resuiltof to-day’s healing, thirty per- 
sons responded: “I believe 1 am healed both 
insoul and bedy.’’ ‘To-morrow will be the 
eighth and last day of the convention. It is 
proposed, however, to make the faith con- 
vention at Old Orchard an annual event, and 
permanent grounds have been secured for 
the purpose.

During the present season thousands of 
Catholic pilgrims from Canada and the 
United States have been visiting various 
eceiebrated shrines in the churches in this 
province for the purpose of being cured of 
infirmities through prayer ~ different saints. 
To-day twelve huiidred persons of ail ages 
and both sexes returned here by steamer 
from St. Ann down the St. Lawrence.

An American’s Impression of London’s 
Streets and Diversified Architecture. 
W. A. Croffut. 


I amin London, the metropolis of smut 

and smooch. When I emerged from the Mid- 
land station and turned down Eustun road 
toward the hotel to stretch my legs, while 
the rest of the party hnrried forward in a 
four-wheeler with the baggage. my attentive 
eye discerned a speck on the side of my nose. 
Supposing it to be a blawsted British insect, 
seeking for gore, I gently mashea it with my 
finger and passed op. Presently | began to 
attract attention. Small boys look at me in- 
quiringly. Cabbies, who asked me to ride, 
looked at me pathetically. Nice young girls 
glanced at me in an interesting. manner and 
biushed and smiled. I gavea dab at neck- 
gear to putit straight and readjusted the gar- 
denia in my button-hole.I was regarded with 
increasing scrutiny aud amusement ill-con- 
cealed. “Hang it!” I thought; “‘they know 
lam an American, but know they are 
British, t00, so we are even there;” and I 
straightened oR. leaned a little backward, 
and whistled ‘“‘Yankee Doodle” inaudibly. 
Whé& [ reached my room and looked in the 
glass —lo!—there were half a dozen black 
marks as wide as my finger and two or three 
inches long streaking duwn my countenance. 
L was thoroughly tattooed. Since then I 
have learned that the smooch disfigurement 
is a common experience. Smovoches come 
down through the air and land on everything 
in showers, leaving everywhere their carbon 
brand. Thatis why London, though built 
of red and cream-colored brick and pale 
limestone, is essentiaily a black city. 
Through nineteen-twentieths of the streeis 
the tiles of houses are as dark as the ground 
itself. ‘The architecture of London 1s vastly 
better than that of any Americana city—partly 
because of the impression of tremendous 
sviidity which it gives, but mainly because 
the te. oem of the streets has always 
encouraged and often compelled a variety of 
style, which is almost iufinite, ‘here are 
hardly two buildings in sight anywhere, 
especially in the business streets, bearing 
any resemblance to each other. There are 
no long, straight, prim streets, crossing at 
right angles, like those which are the blight 
of Awerican cities and the terror of Ameri- 
ean architects. ‘khe rectangle fiend has never 
been able to get possession of London, be- 
cause it grew lustead of being made. Itisa 
huge labyrinth of short thoroughfares. To- 
day I inquired my way to Covent Garden, 
and insvead of so many “blocks” or 
“squares,” of which there are none, 1 was 
told: ‘““lake the first turning tv tne right, 
then the third turning to the left, then the 
second turning to the right, and there you 
are.” 
London impresses me more than Niagara, 
more than Mont Blanc, more than anything 
l ever saw, for one can see less of the ocean 
from a steamer’s deck than of London and 
its suburbs from the top of St. Paui’s. . It is 
as if New York, Brooklyn, Putiadelphia and 
Boston, their streets vroken into a thousand 
fragments and pitched higgiety pigglety to- 
gether like jackstraws, had been moved up 
tne side of eacn other along the banks of the 
Schuyikill. he only buildings that are not 
soulbre and sooty are those which are being 
constantly painted. The Hotei Continental, 
in which f am stopping, and a gvod many 
other hotels and club-houses along Pall Mall, 
Piceadilly and Regent street, shine like 
bivssoims in the wiiderness of dirt—cream- 
colored, pointed and touched off with deii- 
cate pink and peacib.ow tints. But the 
painter’s ladder is generaily ieauing againss 
tieir sides, and men with buckets and 
brushes are hauging Mader their eaves.

ALABAMA CKEEKS. 


The Story of Red Kagle aud His War 
Upon the Whites, 
Monroeville (Ala.) Cor. New Oricans Times-Democfat. 


Jo-day your currespondent met a man 
whose name recalls the bloodiest scenes ever 
enacted upon the soil of Alabama—Charles 
Weatherford, the only surviving son of 
William Weatherford, the Red Eagle, the fa- 
mous chieftain of the Creek Confederacy. 
Seventy years ago, when the daring chief, 
at the head of his savage Muscogee warriors, 
swept ene A Aeesreae angel through the 
white settlements in this portion of Alaba- 
ma, the hame of Weatherford blanched the 
cheek and sent a thrill of terror through the 
soul of every white mantin the reach of his 
vengeance. Itis different now. This morn- 
ing L stepped into the office of the Circuit 
Clerk of this county, and there J saw the 
oniy son of the great warrior quictly exam- 
ing the records and making notes as he read. 
He wore the dress of a well-to-do farmer, 
but a glanee at his features was enough 
to tell his race. Eighty winters have 
whitened his long, straight hair, but 
his large dark eyes still have the brill- 
iancy for which the Red LEagie’s were 
noted. His bronze complexion contrasts 
strangely with his white hair, and his deli- 
cate hands, with taper fingers, proclaim the 
aristocrat, in spite of the homely garb he 
wears. He is above medium height, and 
bears himself with a quiet dignity becoming 
the son of the most illustrious Indian chief- 
tainin the Southwest. Mr. Weatherford 
lives in retirement upon his farm in the 
neighborhood of Mr. Pleasant, in this 
county, -surrounded by afew of his family 
and race; and he rarely mingles with the 
outside world. To-day was one of the few 
times in his life that he has ever been seen 
at his county court-house, and as 
soon as he had finished his busiaess he Icft 
for his home. He was too young during the 
Creek war to have remembered much of the 
stirring events in which his father bore a 
conspicuous part; and he told your corre- 
spondent that he had rarely heard his father 
allude tothem. Mr. Weatherford has much 
of the stoicism of his race; but his eyes 
brighten and his whole expression beams 
with a just pride when a generous or heroic 
deede of the Red Eagle is mentioned. He 
knows little of the luxuries of modern civ- 
ilization and he cares nothing forthem. He 
has the simple tastes of his ancestors and his 
herd of cattle yields him ample means to sup- 
ply his few wants. 

‘The career of William Weatherford is 
well known to all who are familiar with the 
early history of the Southwest. His mother 
was the beautiful Indian Princess Sehoy Mc- 
Gillivray, whe came on her mother’s § side of 
the tribe of the Wind, the most aristocratic 
and powerful family inthe Creek Nation,and 
his father was Charles Weatherford, a Scotch 
trader, who,:in the year 1792, established 
himself just below the junction of the Coosa 
and Tallaooosa livers, in this State. Young 
Weatherford inherited the disposition of his 
savage ancestors on his mother’s side, rather 
than the Scotch thrift of his father, and 
at an early age he was a leader in ali the 
athletic sports and feats of daring among the 
young Creeks. Nature had endowed him 
with a magnificent person, with a mind quick 
to perceive and bold in execution, ana with 
an eloquence of speech that swept all opposi- 
tion before it. When the famous chief, 
Tecumseh, came southward from the lakes, 
preaching his war of extermination against 
the whites, young Weatherford was moved 
by the fiery appeals to join the war party, 
and his genius soon gave him a commanding 
position amonggthe hostile Creeks. 

There is no more shocking eventin the 
annals of border warfare than the massacre 
of Fort Mims, in 1813, and with it the name 
of Weatherford is itidissolubly linked. The 
late Col: Albert J, Piekeit, in his admirable 
history of Alabama, gives a reliable account 
of the massacre in ali its sickening details. 
About 400 souls, crowded together in the 
rude stockade, were surprised and -over- 
powered, aud only about twenty escaped to 
tell the horrorsof the butchery. Untoid bar- 
Darities were practiced upon the heipless 
women and children before they. were put to 
death. During the fight Weatherford, 
mounted on a splendid black horse, could be 
seen everywhere among his plumed and 
painted warriors urging them on to the con- 
tesc by his eloqueace, but when the fort was 
taken and the fight was over he implored 
them to spare the women and children, and 
reproached them for their barbarity. But 
his efforts were invain. He had raised a 
storm that he couk! not control. When his 
own lite was threatened for interfering, and 
he saw that he was powerless to stay the 
crimson tide, be turned and rode away from 
the horrid scene. 

In after life he always deplored the car- 
nage at Fort Mims; “but my warriors,” said 
he,-on one occasion, “Were like famished 
wolves, and the first taste of biood made 
their appetites insatiable.” In talking with 
Mr. Weatherford to-day, I referred to the 
fact that the Red Eagle had tried to prevent 
the massacre of women and children. **Yes,”’ 
said he, “‘my father loved his peopie, and he 
was Willing tofight for them; but he was 
not responsible for the killing of the women 
and children.”” I asked himif he had ever 
visited the site of Fort Mims, ‘‘Yes,’’ he re- 
plied, “‘but the only mark left thereis a 
slight trace of the ditch that was dug just 
outside of the stockade,” Fort Mims was in 
the neighborhood of the present post office 
of Montgomery Hill, in Baidwin county, and 
any one there can point out the spot. 

The Creek war that followed the massacre 
of Fort Mims was brief, but sanguinary. 
Several bloody batties followed each other 
in rapid succession until the spring of. 1814, 
when the war culminated in the battle of 
the horseshoe. In that fight 557 of the 1,000 
Creek warriors were killed out-right, and 
many others afterward died from their 
wounds. ‘This battle completely broke the 
power of the Creeks. A few days after 
Weatherford presented himself at the head- 
quarters of Gen. Jackson and surrendered. 
‘Lhe Red Eagle’s speech on that occasion has 
become histury. Le said: 

“Gen. Jackson, 1 am not afraid of you. I 
fear no man, for I am a Creek warrior. 
l have nothing to request in behalf of 
myseli—you can kill we, if you desire 
—but 1 come to beg you to send for 
the women and children of the 
war party, who are now starving in the 
woods. ‘heir fields and cribs- have been 
destroyed by your people, who have driven 
them to the woods, without an ear of corn. 
I hope you will send out parties who will 
safely conduct them here, in order that they 
may be fed. I exerted og in vain to 
prevent the massacre of the women and 
children at Fort Mims. lL am now done 
fighting. The* Red Sticks are nearly all 
killed. If [I could fight you any longer I 
would most heartily do so. Send for the 
women and children. They never did you 
any harm. Butkill me, if the white people 
want it done.” 

After the war Weatherford was for a long 
time in _—— danger from the hands of those 
who had lost relatives at the massacre of 
Fort Mims; but, notwithstanding this, he 
preferred to settle among the whites and did 
not go upon the Creek reservation. In ex- 
planation of his decision in this matter, he 
told Gen. Dale that his old comrades, the 
hostiles, ate his cattle from starvation, the 
peace party ate them from revdnge, and the 
squatters because he was a hated redskin. 
“So,” said “Il have come to live 
among gentlemen.’”’ He settied in the 
lower part of Monroe County, where 
he owned a good farm well stocked 
with negroes. He became a _ perma- 
nent gcitizen of this county, main- 
tained an excellent character, and was great- 
ly esteemed by his white neighbors for his 
bravery and honor and strong common 
sense. In 1826, before he had passed the 
prime of life, he died from a violent attack 
of pneumonia, caused by over exertion ina 
tlesperate bear hunt. Mr. Charlies Weather- 
ford Eegl resides at the old homestead of the

OVER A PRECIPICE, 


A Runaway Stage—Escape of Passen- 
gers, Drivers and Horses. 
From the Santa Barbara Press. 

The stage coach which runs daily between 
Santa Harbara and Los Alamos was wrecked 
vesterday afternoon while coming down the 
grade on the south side of thé Santa Ynez 
mountains, about ten or twelve miles from 
this city. The grade from the mountain top 
to Goleta is steep and intricate, winding. in 
and out And round about all sorts of ugly 
corners and projecting rocks till the road 
merges into the plain by the seaside. Yes- 
terday afternoon the stage southward-bound 
started from San Marcus pass dbout 3 
o’clock, It was driven by William Butter- 
field, who bears the reputation of being one 
of the most careful and-reliable drivers in 
California. There were only two passen- 

ers on the stage, and these were inside, 
ne been directed by the driver to gat in- 
side to balance the coach going down the 
grade. ‘Tthev had riaden with the driver up 
the mountain and reluctantly climbed into 
the Concord coach to make the descent of 
the mountains. — 

Soon after leaving a steep rocky slope on 
the mountain side, rightly named “Slippery 
Rock,” and where the descent is at an angle 
of furty-five degrees, with a sheer fall of 
precipitous rocks of fally two hundred feet 
on one side, one of the lead horses became 
unmanageable and started to run. Butter- 
tield did his best to hold in his team, The 


‘brakes were put on tight, and as the horses 


commenced to go at a reckless, breakneck 
speed down the crooked, rocky, narrow in- 
cline, the driver realized the impossibility of 
stoppingthem. ‘There were severa! miles of 
a steep grade below, and it iwas narrow, 

rocky and crooked. To stay on the stage 
was to go over a precipice and be dashed to 
pieces. Having decided giat the stage could 

not be saved, Butterfield Shouted to the two- 
passengers inside to “jump out and save 
your lives!” Atthe same time the driver 
dropped lines and whip and sprang from 

his seat upon the rocky bank on the off side 

of the team. Mr. Ben Leibes, representing 

the wholesale cigarhouse of Leibes & Co., 

San Francisco, who was one of the passen- 
gers, was the first to Jump out. He was 
light and fell like a feather right side ap. 

The other passenger was R. Estill, repre- 
senting Benham, Trombull & Co., Chicago,’ 
wholesale liquors dealers. He was less fort- 

unate than his companion, and, in jumping 

among the rocks, sprained his right foot and 
ankle, and reopened an old wound upon his 
left leg. 

The stage,a minute after Estill had 
jumped off, went over a precipice intoa 
chasm on the left of the road, about two 
hundred feet deep. The pb with which it 
went over broke the couplings from the two 
lead horses, which went galloping down the 
road unhurt. ‘The wheel horses were drag- 
ged backward by the stage coach, and went 
all together to the bottom of the precipice. 
The stage was badiy wrecked and_ the _ bag- 
gage reduced to smail pence. Singular to 
relate, the two horses, which were dragged 
after the stage, were found among the wreck 
almost unhurt. They were brought into 
town to the Covarrubias stable, where they 
were seen this mourning apparently unhurt. 
The passengers were brought to town and 
are now at the Occidental. Estill is confined 
to his room, while Leibes is about town, 
feeling happy over his remarkable escape 
from a violent death.

THE SPARROWS. 


Prof. Coues’ Scheme by Whieh They are 
to be Exterminated. 


Prof. Coues of the Smithsonian Institu- 
tion at Washington has opened an active 
campaign against the sparrows. ‘he fol- 
lowing is his proposed plan of action: 
OFFICE OF U. S. GEOLOGICAL AND GEo- 

GRAPHICALSURVEY OF THE JERKI- > 
TORIES, WASHINGTON, July 30, 13. | 
Maj. Lydecker, Engiueer Commissioner, D.C. 
DEAR Srr—Reeailing the informal eon- 
versation on the subject of the sparrow nui- 
sance,in which it seem-d that you agreed 
with me respeciing the useiessness and in- 
juriousness of the birds, and expressed your- 
seif as desirous of taking measures to ex- 
terminate them from thecity should any 
feasibie pian be submitted to the commis- 
sioners, I beg to indicate the means by 
which, in my Judgment, that end can be at- 
tained. 

1. Abolish the lea! penalty for killing the 
birds. As the game Jaw of the District now 
stands, section 9 forbids the killing of any 
wrenb, sparrow, etec., under penalty of 32. 

2. Permit the sparrows to be killed within 
the city limits by any means, excepting, of 
course, the use of fire-arms. 

3. Offer a small bounty—say two cents a 
head—for dead sparrows. 

4. Make sparrows’ heads receivable for 
taxes at the same rate. This is oniy another 
form of offering the same bounty, and one 
which [am informed has been adopted in 
some cases elsewhere. ° 

5. Make itapartofthe ordinary care of 
the pubiic streets and parks to destroy the 
nests and voung. 

These measures are perfectly practical and 
practicable. Shouid they be faithfully carried 
out, the sparrows would disappear Within a 
year, or at any rate be so greatly reduced in 
numbers as to cease to be a nuisance, and 
bes would certainly win for yourself the 

asting gratitude of the citizeus of Washing- 
ton. in this communication, you will ob- 
serve, I do not djscuss the merits of the case, 
but assume that the sparrows are a nuisance

. A CHAPTER ON CANDY. 
Secrets of a Confectionery Shop--How 
the Goodies are ‘ade. 

From the Detroit Post and Tribune. 


“Have you any potatoes?” asked a lady 
who, elegantly dressed, stood at the counter 
in the candy department of a prominent gro- 
cery store. 

“No potatoes to-day,” said the “sweet” 
clerk, who was filling a box with goodies; 
“put we have Abbott kisses and apricot 
gies, and allthe nuts, creams and can- 

es.’ 

“I don’t like Abbott kisses, they are so 
sweet and large; but [I dote on tatoes. 
Give me a mixed box with plenty of marsh- 
mallows and Venetian walnuts.’ 

“Whatare Abbott kisses? and why are 
hg out of potatoes? There must be plenty 

n the market,” asked and ys hee a rep- 


resentative of the Post and ‘Tribune to the 
good-looking proprietor, who had one eye 
on his customers inside of the store and the 
other on two Jadies outside, who were trying 
to upset a buggy on the Campus Martius. @ 

“Did you ever see our potato patch?” he 
inquired pleasantly. when he bad reconciled 
his visual organs. “Come up stairs, and l 
will show you how we grow our potatoes, 
and how Abbott kisses-——” 

‘Then the voiee became indistinct, and the 
elevator being brought into requisition, the 
visitor was taken up into the third story into 
a “sugar room,’”’ where the interesting proc- 
ess of making candy was fully explained. 

It was ona large scale; some dozen or 
more of copper boilers, over hot furnaces, 
were simmering with sweet decoctions that 
gave out fragraut odors, and men in linen 
clothes and paper caps were ladling out the 
sweet stuff into shapes anu essences. At a 
row of long tables stood pretty, clean, mod- 
est looking girls who were “‘sugaring off’ or 
finishing all the delightful pink, white, and 
chocolate creams that are indispensable to 
tliose who have a sweet tooth. Trays and 
trays by the dozens and iiundreds were load- 
ed with the dainty bon-bons. A sheet of 
caramel substance was laid on a striped 
measuring table, and with a machine cut in- 
to squares of geometrical precision. Other 
girls wrapped the singie caramels one at a 
timein little square pieces of white paper 
cailed paraffine. 

‘Here are our potatoes,” said the proprie- 
tor, taking up some small brown balis. They 
were white within and brown without; soft 
enough to bite into, cinnamon-flavored, and 


delicious, With some quality that prevented: 


them from palling on the taste. 

‘“‘And the Abbott kisses?” 

Mr. Huli discovered a tray filled with tri- 
angles of sugar and eocoanut in irregular 
sections. ‘They tasted so much better than 
they looked that the name seemed accounted 
for. Then there were Spanish kisses and a 
delicate but rather unsubstantial sweet 
ca‘led the ‘Langtry kiss,’”’ a sort of elusive, 
es ethereal thing with sugar coat- 

ng. 

There were barrels of white sugar standing 
about everywhere, and the visitor thought- 
lessly asked where the glucose and flour 
were kept. 

‘We don’t use them,” said Mr. Hull, “and 
we can make all the money we want without 
either. Ours is the only candy manufactory 
open to the public. Any one can see the proc- 
ess and what we use.” 

A very “sweet” girl was dropping pink 
nutereains froin a knife into cunning little 
shapes of reguiar size and beauty. The best 
candies are not wixed, but go into the cases, 
each kindin a separate division. It is the 
customer who decides the mixing. 

It is the way the ladies dissipate. They 
go to the public library and get a novel. 
‘Then they stop at the candy counter and get 
a pound of sweets. On Saturday nights it is 
like Macy’s bargain counters in New York. 
Men, women and children waiting their 
turn. ‘The variety of the candies is endless; 
sv is the variety of customers. Asa rulea 
pian asks fora “‘box of your best candy,” 
and the clerk asks him if he will have a one- 
pound or a ‘two-pound bex. ‘Lhen he move 
to think. If he is middle-aged with a bald 
spoton the top of his head, he says one 
pound, but as arule he is not middle-aged, 
or, if he is, his affections are not. ‘The clerk 
knows his customer. He gives him a box 
with lace edges on the inside, a two-pound 
box, and he crowds in the best and choicest 
sweets. Very likely he knows “‘her’’ tastes, 
and he makes the box of candy weigh two 
and a half pounds, and there is not a word 
of complaint. 

The dashing young man buys a pound box 
unless he is very much in love; then he 
wants a etrnucopia filled or a fancy basket 
with aribboh bow on the corner, anu gotten 
up “regardiess.” The cheap young man 
with a smail salary and targe ideas some- 
times make the mistake of selecting a cheap 
candy for a sub-stratum, with big fat creams 
and rose walnuts for a top layer, and if his 
girl is sensibie she will see through his sham 
pretense and buy her own candy henceforth. 

The father of a family may be known by 
the way in which he selects his half-pound 
and stuws it away in his coat-tail pocket. It 
would never do to approach his domicile 
with the package in his hand. When the 
children have gone to bed he takes it out, 
and after he surfeits himself the mother 
takes whatis left up to their dormitory and 
leaves it where they wilksee it in the morn- 
ing. ifthe father gives it to them he tells 
them itis sure to make them sick, destroy 
their teeth, spoil their complexions, make 
them cross, and takes away their appetite, 
ail of which is arrant nonsense, and he 
knows it. 

“It isa great mistake,” said Mr. Hull as 

he stood at the candy counter and comment- 
edon the crowd, which now included a 
prominent lawyer and doctor of divinity, 
“to suppose that men do not like candy. 
They are really very fond of it, and unless 
they have impaired digestion eat heartily of 
iit whenever they get a chance. know. a 
young man in this .city who spends one 
evening in every week with sume excellent 
young ladies, and he always takes them a 
two-pound box of candy.

The puzzling matter has now been straight- 
ened out and its _mystery solved. he 
young man, Fred Hill, confined in jail on the 
charge of being a confidence man, seems to 
be at the bottom of the wnole affair and the 
cause of the manifestations. He is a re- 
markable mimic and needs only to hear a 
man’s voice to be able to duplicate it. He is 
also a good deal of a ventriloquist and these

ROYALTY IN A CRATER, 


The Visit to Mount Vesuvius of the 
Queens of Italy and Portugal. 
From the Italian Times. 


Friday, June 22, wasa gala day on the 
Vesuvian Funicular Raiirvad. The flags of 
Italy and Portugal were to be seen all along 
the line, and making a brave show at the sta- 
tion house. The national hymns of both na- 
tioris were being played by two royal big 
bands, while night was turned into day by 
aid of electric lamps, and round the station a 
fragrant flower garden had been improvised 
amid the rugged masses of lava. At 8 o’clock 
in the evening twelve royal carriages brought 
the Queens ol <n | and Portugal, the Royal 
Premier, attended by a numerous suite, to 


.the station of the Funicular Railroad. Their 


Majesties were received by the directors of 
company, the manager, Comméndatore 
D’Amico, and the Sindics of Regina ana 
Torredel Greco, and after alighting rested 
awhile, and partook of some light refreshi- 
ments in the buffet of the station, which had 
been tastefully decorated for the occasion. 
Shortly after their Majesties, accompanied by 
the Princess and the ladies and gentlemen in 
waiting, entered the car. Commendatore 
D’ Amico took charge of .he brakes and gave 
the order for starting, and the rapid upward 
motion began. Half way up the royal train 
crossed with a ere car corns by a 
band playing the popular local air, “Funiculi- 
Funicuia.” Their Majesties, who had been 
admiring the marvelous panorama anrolling 
itself below their feet, expressed their pleas- 
ure at these harmonious sounds on the ail but 
perpendicular mountain side. The summit, 
1,180 meters above the level of the sea, was 
soon reached, and having taken their seats 
in two cushioned chairs borne on the shoul- 
ders of the Vesuvius guides, the two Queens 
approached the crater. The Queen of Italy 
was attended by Commendatore D’ Amico, 
while Signor Piccivli acted as escort to her 
Majesty of Portugal. ‘The Princes and ladies 
in waiting followed, while successive trains 
brought up the rest of the Royal retinue. The 
level of the crater being attained, their Ma- 
iesties went on foot to the central cone, and 

ited on the verge of the crater. Vesuvius 
took a brave part in the show, sending 
up a shower of evormous rocks aud red- 
hot lava, with an effect of indescribable

ore Queen of Portugal was in ecstasies 
with the scene, and Queen Margaret, while 
expressing to. all her admiration, amused 
herself by pushing her alpenstock through 
the thin eruston which she was Standing 


into the burning lava below, until the point |

Qteen Margaret led the way, marking time 
ww one of Strauss’ beautiful waltzes. 

The deseent by the Funicular Line was ac- 
complished no less successfully than the 
ascent, and on their afrival at the platform 
of the station, their Majesties expressed to 
the Prince of Peidimonte, president of the 
company, and to Commendatore D'Amico, 
the great pleasure which the whole trip had 
afforded them. And, in truth, it would be 
hard to picture a more attractive scene. On 
one hand, nature, in its wildest and weirdest 
aspect, with the great volcano to light up the 
surroandings; on the other, with its latest 
and most wouderful invention, the electric 
light, the steam engine, and the telephone, 
all were there, testifying to the highest 
triumphs of man over nature, and below, to 
heighten the contrast, was spread the mar- 
veluus scenery of the ey of Naples. It 
was at 11 at night when the Royal cortege 
drove frown the station to the observa- 
tory along the carriage road which 
has been constructed by the Funicular 
Railroad Company. On arrivak at the 
observatory a supper was found ready 
laid, supplied from the royal.household. At 
the first table took seats their Majesties, the 
Royal Princes, the ladies and gentlemen in 
waiting with the Prince of Piedimonte and 
Commendatore D’ Amico; at the second were 
served the remainder of the party. After 
supper stay was made till 2 o’clock in the 
morning on the terrace of the observatory, 
while a band of twelve mandolin players 
gave a selection of their characteristic songs 
and airs, and with a running procession of 
torch-bearers. Notwithstanding the lateness 
of the hour the return was a veritabie tri- 
umphal procession. ‘he population of ali the 
villages on the road had turned out in their 
numbers and lighted up the return.journey 
with a succession of Bengai lights, and bands 
of music were stationed at intervais along 
the tine. At half-past 3in the morning the 
royal ,arty entered Naples to iinda great 
crowd sathered to welcome them in the 
Piazza del Plebiscito, which was illuminated 
by twenty powerful Jablokoff lamps.

Mason, who was intimately acquainted with 
the suicide: “Several wonths ago Mr, Thom 
became acquainted with a young lady living 
near San Leandro, They met ata party, 
and upon his side the acquaintance rapidiy 


resolved itself. inta love, and into that love 


the dead man appeared to pour his whole 
life. 
with success, for be proposed to her and was 
accepted. Several times alter that he used 
to talk to me of his plans and speculate upon 
his future, when, with the chosen woman by 
his side, he would enter upon a new sphere 
of Iitfe. 
goiden hue, and no man’s life appeareu 
brighter than did his, until a few weeks ago, 
when a change came over him, as sudden as 
it was mysierious to his friends. He grew 
morose and absent-minded, avoided all his 
friends, and when away from schvol duties 
lived the liie of a hermit, permitting no one 
to coine near him.
